e Store all food, trash, and other wildlife attractants properly at all
times.

e Choose a method that works best for you:
o Suspend food and garbage from a tree.
o Use bear resistant containers.
o Use bear fences where available.

e NEVER store attractants in your tent.

e REMEMBER: A fed bear is a dead bear. !
